Another of the mysterious glands physicians are 


now seeking answers to their enigmas is in the 
pituitary body, at tlm bus,- of the brain. Then there 
are the tliymus gland in the chest and the adrenal 
gland in the region of lh«- kidneys.

California, long celebrated as pro- 


ducing probably a higher proportion 
of her own food supply than most 
states, and being one of the biggest 
food exporting states, has now 
salt to her food products. 


Ten years ago practically nil 'the j 


table salt used In the slate of Call-| 
rornla came from Liverpool. 
Small j 


and infrequent shipments ctnne from i 
the East, but salt could be brought 
hy water from England cheaper than j 
it could ho shipped across the con- 
tinent by rail. 


Today, however, the many thou- 


sands of dollars spent by the liouse- 
wlfe for table salt Is kept right in 
California. For today there are four 
large refineries on the Siii Kraiu-iscu 
hay 
manufacturing 
refined 
salt, 


making a product that cannot be mir- 


• passed In tho world. 


The California factories 
produce 


^iMiie 30,000 tons of refined salt an- 
nually, amounting to $.",00,000. 
In ad- 


dition to the palt consumed nt home, 
thflso manufacturers ship quantities 
Into other states and even to Aus- 
tralia.

NEW ELECTRIC 


MOTOR IS 


UNIQUE 


In order to operate by electricity 


both passf-n^er and freight 
trains 


upon the main line of the New Haven 
railroad sy.sU'in, 
the 
power house 


creates electric energy of 11,000 volts. 
This is reduced to about uOO volts for 
the actual operation of the electric 
motors. 
Sonio freight trains number- 


Ins eighty or ninety cara are each 
hauled by iho motors. 


All the passenger trains are op- 


erated by electric energy for about 
thirty-four miles nut of New York 
and nearly all of the passenger and 
freight trains are In that way oper- 
ated as far as New Haven. 


This was the. first of electrification 


upon a largo scale of American rail- 
roads. 
But it Is a trifle In compari- 


son with what is saltl to be the largest 
and 
the, most 
powerful 
electrical 


equipment, such as the nilraBO. Mil- 
waukee & W. I 
Jn'!l system has now 


adopted for more Than 4-10 miles, ulti- 
mately, no doubt, to be installed upon 
the 
entire 
length 
of the 
Pacific 


system. 


Leaders in the railway world, as 


well as leading electricians, do not 
hesitate to say thnt electric equip- 
ment of this kind for R distance al- 
most equivalent to the distance be- 
tween New York and Buffalo or New 
York and Pittsburgh inevitably points 
to the rapid approach 
nf the day 


when some of the larger railway sys- 
tems of the United States will be op- 
erated by electric energy. 


Occasionally the building and oper- 


ating of some of the very large steam 
locomotives used upon the railroads 
of the Rocky mountain region, as well 
as the utilization of oil for generating 
steam, have been spoken of as among, 
the chief advances in railroad equip- 
ment, and especially the kind that 
produces profitable economies. 


But these locomotives are almost 


dwarfed by the electric locomotives 
which nre to operate upon the heavy 
grades of the St. Paul system In the 
Rocky mountain region. They demon- 
strate what electricity can do when 
adequately controlled and distributed.

Uncle Sam to Fight Dread Pellagra 


Pellagra, dread 
menace 
of 
the 


south, has become so prevalent that 
Uncle Sam has been forced to take 
steps to curb the ravages of the dis- 
ease. 
Secretary "McAdoo has asked 


Congress for $100,000 with, which to 
wage a campaign against the dread 
malady, and* studies will be made and 
work done in rural districts toward 
ending the danger of the scourge. 


The report from the public; health 


service, on which he based his report, 
says: 


"Increased 
demonstrations 
are 


urgently required to prevent pellagra 
from becoming a veritable scourge In 
many rural communities. In llissia- 
sippi alone there wore 10,0? 4 cases 
ami 1,024 deaths from pellagra, last 
year, utid in certain other states it 
has 'exceeded tuberculosis as a cause 
of death. It Is estimated that there 
have been approximately Tii.OOQ casea 
of pellagra 'throughout the country 
this luft year, wilh more than 7,:iOO 
deaths." 


The report states that the country 


population lias not kept pace with 
urban r.u mm unities along sanitation 
lines, and that improper food hay 
been shown to have a profound influ- 
ence on lu-aHh of populations and to 
be directly responsible for the In- 
creasing prevalence of pellagra. 


Just what pellagra. Is, and hu\v it !s 


tu bo cured, hits fur sumo time past 
been a mystery lo scientists, It was 
at first thought lhat saiul fleas. chl<- 
Siirs, or other parasites, carried the 
disease. 
Dr. T.t-onai d Keene Htrsh- 


berg of Johns ITopklns 1'nlversity has 
disproved this, as hy.ve the experi- 
ments of Dr. Joseph Goldberger of 
the United Stau-s public health serv- 
ice, 
following 
his experiments^' on 


eleven convicts who offered 
thorn- 


selves for experiment. 


According to Dr. nirsliberg, every 


test points to ono conclusion, luxmely, 
that 
un balanced 
rations 
ara 
the 


cause of the disease.

Even Kir Patrick Mason, who discov- 
ered that the malaria animalcule is 
present in the mosquito's saliva, ad- 
vises quarantining all cases uC pel- 
lagra. 


FOOD IS SOLUTION. 


"By these new American discov- 


eries the strange malady Is found to 
be caused by articles of food which 
are not well balanced; Lhat Is to Hay, 
corn, wheat, sago, oatmeal ami other 
cereals and vegetables must be fresh, 
whole and not refined too much, if 
pellagra is to be avoided in those 
whose indoor life forbids them liberal 
ullowa nctf n ot' su u light, air, muscular 
exercise and well-balanced meals.

can be cured by the removal o f ' t h e : 
victim from the Meld of the restricted | 
diet to some hospital, where they can | 
be fflven all 
kinds of fresh meat.' 


Fresh cereals also should be given 
sparingly once a day. 
Corn is better 


left severely alone. 
When the peas, 


beans and other legumes are dispro- 
portionately few and far between, and 
the non-leguminous vegetables of Ihe 
diet arc usually large and excessive, 
pellagra Is apt to develop In those of 
low vitality or sedentary life. 


"This malady will now be erad- 


icated from Mississippi and the south- 
ern states if to the winter (Hot of the 
siriith are added such albumins as arc 
contained In fresh milk, lean meat, 
e»oH, peas and beans. The latter may 
be dried, but never canned, and are 
preferably to he eaten fresh.

What to Do When You 
Are in the Woods and 


Get Lost 


Few persons bocomo lost in tho 


woods when the sun ia, shining: but 
on. a cloudy day, or In a snowstorm. 
It Is easy to go astray. 
A familiar 


piece of woodland will look strange 
when the trees are overloaded with 
snow, and their branches hang close 
to the ground. 


It often happens that you find your- 


self in the woods without a compass. 
To meet such an emergency, thosn 
versed In woodcraft offer many rules 
and suggestions, but their advice Is 
not always to bo depended upon. A 
sign that Is correct In one part of the 
country Is often misleading in an- 
other. All signs depend upon one of 
two things—the sun or the wind. 
"Winds are likely to follow up or 
down water courses or along the val- 
leys. Therefore, they vary In differ- 
ent localities. Likewise In hilly coun- 
try the sunlight does not fall evenly 
upon the trees and plants, and often 
leaves misleading signs. 


Since you will probably hare a 


fairly accurate idea as to what hour 
of the day It la, you can easily lav- 
nut your course for home or camp 1C 
you can find the position of the aim. 


Find a place where the light Is 


even, that is, not in the shadow of a 
large tree. 
Then place a pin or a 


sh.-irp stick, point down, upon your 
thumbnail, or other polished object. 


A dim shadow will fall away from 


the sun. At any time before sunset 
tho pointed end of the shadow will 
show whero tho sun Is, no matter how 
heavily clouded over It may be, or 
how thickly the snow may be falling.

Iln"Sia's munitions suddenly gave out. 
It is endurance that will win the war 
and generosity in sacrifice, and for 
these you need special long terms of 
training and Inexhaustible (numbers 
of men. Do not, either try to con- 
sole- yourself with tlio magnitude of 
colonial conquests from Germany, for 
you must remember that thft battle of 
kuropfl will be- fought In Europe, and 
a very small portion of Europe 
at 


that. 
personally, I think the war 


will bP decided in the Balkans—but 
this has been such a war of surprises 
that It is almost Impossible to proph- 
esy. 


"If Germany, having crushed her 


enemies on her Eastern and West- 
ern fronts, were, with the co-opera- 
tion of Bulgaria, able to make a 
thrust via Egypt and the Suei canal 
into India and Africa, the whole 
course of tho future history of tha 
'world would bo changed. 
And It is 


just this change which we Japanese, 
as the Allies of England, feel It »o 
important to prevent. Insularity was 
all very well for us both when Eng- 
land and Japan were merely king- 
doms; but now that we are Empires, 
wo must learn to think Imperially, 
and to act imperially as well. I hard- 
ly like to touch upon the matter of 
conscription.

EXCLUSION LAW NO BAR TO 


CALCULATING CHINESE WOMEN 


AN FRANCISCO, Jan. 22.— 
The Hon. Franklin K. Lane 
may not readily convert into 
a political asset the indorse- 
Wnt of the San Fi-ancisco 
Bar Association, voted at its 
last annual meeting. There 
was the dissent of Attorney 
W. B. Boseley, who gave as a 
reason for his attitude ilie 
opinion that the legal training 
of .Mr. Lane was inadequate to 


qualify him for a seat on the bench of the highest 
court of the land. Mr. Boseley had no support as 
to this matter; but that he has'a standing with, the 
members of the association who were in attendance 
is shown by the fact that he was elected vice-presi- 
dent of the organization. Thus Secretary Lane re- 
ceives the indorsement of a body with a single dis- 
sent, and the dissenter is elected to the second high- 
est position of that body. Then there were further 
proceedings. Jesse W. Lilienthal was elected presi- 
dent. In his few "well-chosen words" acknowledg- 
ing the honor that had been conferred upon him. 
he called attention to the "apparent lack of standing 
of the association with the public, and the actual 
lack of participation of the members themselves in . 
the work of the association." Mr..Lilienthal went 
farther. "Why do we not have this measure of in- 
fluence?" he asked; "is it because we permit our- 
selves to appear before the public in an attitude of 
indifference toward those things that it is our spe- 
cial and particular mission to emphasize and di- 
rect?" So the Bar Association at the same time 
that it indorses Mr. Lane elevates to office within 
its organization the only, man who opposes that in- 
dorsement, while the president of it takes occasion 
to say that it "lacks standing," and practically cuts 
a very small quantity of, ice. An indorsement that 
comes thus handicapped is not altogether a help, in 
the opinion of some of Lane's friends here, who are 
somewhat perturbed that the Bar Association should 
have butted in upon his candidacy at all. 
A Moribund Association- 


If the circle in which this indorsement is expected 


to have effect had intimate knowledge of the organ- 
ization which promulgated it, not such very great 
interest might attach to it one way or the other. The 
San Francisco Bar Association is rather a moribund 
organization. But a handful of lawyers belong to it 
and a small percentage of these concern themselves 
with its doings. A bar association is supposed to 
look.to the morale of the legal profession. But it 
might be pertinently asked how many actions look- 
ing to this end were ever taken by this body? It 
might be pointed out that Abe Ruef was disbarred; 
but Jack Chretien wasn't. Jack was an attorney in 
standing, and was sent to San Quentin for very 
flagrant infraction of the laws. While there his 
standing at the bar remained good, and when he 
had served his term he resumed practice. 
But he 


very soon did it again, this time skipping the com- 
munity; but 1 believe he is stitll in standing so far 
as any action has been taken against him. But way 
short of these extreme cases there'would seem to be 
opportunity for action by the Bar Association in 
weeding out those who had come by the right to 
practice here at the law, and proved to be unworthy 
of it. 
Lane's Appointment Not Now LiKely 


When the vacancy on the supreme bench first oc- 


curred the opinion was widely held and expressed 
that Secretary Lane would be advanced to fill it. 
This was in accord with a quite general understand- 
ing that such provision was vouchsafed him when 
he gave up the comfortable billet as member of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to go into the 
•cabinet; but it is being modified now, and those who 
are politically an fait are frequently heard to say 
that he will not be appointed. 11, is not certain that 
his appointment ever was likely; and if it had been 
imminent, it does not now appear what is responsi- 
ble for the change of program. One straw that 
points an indication is the presence in Washington 
at this lime of Alex Vogelsang, on the understood 
mission of considering an appointment as Assistant. 
Attorney-General for the Interior Department. lie 
is there at the behest of Secretary Lane. It is enr 
t.irely unlikely that Lane would thus concern himself 
with subordinate offices in his department if he was 
(shortly to leave it. 
The California Building 


This communication has been received anent a 


paragraph in The Knave of last Sunday: "In your 
unusually bright gossip of this morning (January 
16th) you have an item about the California build- 
ing and the state exposition fund. There is one 
slight inaccuracy, which does not spoil the story, 
but the facts of which you may be interested to 
know. The California building was not built out of 
the exposition fund, but by money paid by the sev- 
eral Boards of Supervisors of the State. At the 
outset this came near causing a rupture between 
the exposition management, the State Exposition 
Commission and the various counties. Many under- 
stood that a State building would be erected out of 
the $5,000,000 state fund, but when the general 
plans were exhibited there was no California build- 
ing. A meeting was held at the St. Francis Hotel, 
at which it was proposed that the counties raise a 
fund of $2,000,000. This was afterwards reduced 
to 81,000,000, and I think the California building 
finally cost about $500,000. The various counties 
did not take kindly to the proposition; those of 
Southern California openly revolted, demanding that 


a state building be erected from the five-million 
fund. Some few of the northern counties followed 
suit. 
A very serious situation was facing the ex- 


position management, when W. D. Engilbert was 
appointed commissioner-general for the state, and 
he was able to induce the counties to contribute the 
fund necessary to erect the California building. The 
plan was adopted of leasing space to the counties at 
$2.50 per square foot for their displays. The cost 
of the structure, so far as it would be used for 
county exhibits, it was admitted, would not be above 
$1 per foot, but the surplus was planned to meet the 
cost of construction of the social hall and adminis- 
tration sections. But this did not proviofe for state 
displays. There was no state mining exhibit, no 
state agricultural exhibit, no state horticultural ex- 
hibit. So the counties were called upon again to con- 
tribute, so that a state exhibit could be made in each 
of the exhibition palaces. I am not prepared to say 
that the amounts contributed by the various counties 
paid the entire cost of construction "of the California 
building, and that some money did not come out of 
the state fund, but that the bulk of it was thus pro- 
vided is a certainty." 
State Commission's Function 


The foregoing communication is informing, as it 


corrects the impression that the State of Califor- 
nia's contribution of five millions to the exposition 
fund provided a California building, and shows what 
an apparently narrow squeak it was that the state 
got a building at all. Also it shows that after con- 
tributing most of the funds for the state ouilding 
the counties had to take up a supplementary collec- 
tion to provide worthy state exhibits in the. various 
exhibition palaces. Our correspondent's statements 
have been verified. The various counties stood 80 
per cent of the expense, of the California building, 
and the general, commission stood 20 per cent. The 
total of the general exposition fund amounted to 
approximately $16,000,000, and was derived from 
three sources: 
Five millions from the state, five 


millions from the city of San Francisco and about 
six'millions collected on subscriptions. There was 
a string to $1,000,000 of San Francisco's share for 
the erection of an auditorium in the civic center. The 
act authorizing a tax levy of $5,000,000 by the state 
as an exposition fund also created a state exposition 
commission. The supposition that this commission 
had the handling of this fund for the exclusive ben- 
efit of California, and that one of its chief objects 
was to provide a building for the state's participa- 
tion as host, was natural enough. It was not seen 
what a state commission was for except to conserve 
the fund in behalf of the state. But it seems that 
the only real function of this body was to turn the 
five million dollars over to the general commission. 
This it did not do in a lump sum. But the state's 
share of the general fund being approximately one- 
third, the plan was adopted by paying one-third the 
general expense as the bills were sent in by the gen- 
eral commission. It cost the state, in expense of its 
commission, the sum of $44,000 to pay over to the 
general exposition commission the sum of $4,986,- 
000, and the state commission has $14,000 left, be- 
sides expectations of a dividend whfen the whole 
thing is wound up, not to mention salvage from its 
furniture and effects. 
Bills That Failed of the 0. K. 


Npt all the bills sent to the state commission by 


the general commission received its 0. K. Some of 
the bills that were disapproved are interesting, in 
the light of political and other events. The most 
notable, perhaps, was the expense account of the. 
Hon. Philander C. Knox. As Secretary of State, the 
highest official of the nation next to the President, 
Secretary of State ICnox was entertained in 1912 as 
the exposition's guest. The members of the state 
commission were violently Bull Moosing at the time, 
and it was the suspicion of Commissioner Rowell 
that the Secretary of State had the purpose to utter 
himself in a partisan way while in California. And 
Commissioner Rowell was right. At Los Angeles 
Secretary Knox delivered a 'speech in favor of the 
re-election of William H. Taft as President of the 
United States. That settled it. The state commis- 
sion refused to stand its third of the expense of the 
secretary's tour, which included a ..junket to the 
Grand Canyon of a party of some forty, most of 
whom were Californians. Another rejection was 
the expense account of the delegation that went to 
Washington to induce Congress to designate San 
Francisco as the place for holding the exposition. 
This account amounted to $172.000 and some odd 
cents. Inducing Congress to do tilings is expensive. 
Since the State Commission did not approve of such 
expenditure at nil it was not in the best position to 
question the items; but it seems to have taken ac- 
count of the fact that these were not vary complete, 
and that as to some particulars there did not appear 
to be evidence that expense had been incurred. But 
that was neither here nor there. The State Com- 
mission washed its hands of the whole business, and 
the General Commission had to stand the brunt, as. 
it had to stand that of the Secretary of State's ex- 
pense. The State Commission also refused to stand 
a third of the expense of erecting the auditorium, 
and of some of the amusement enterprises that re- 
turned Irish dividends, r.uch as the auto races. 
The Mayor Was Laid Up 


There would have been illuminated proceedings in 


the municipal board on Monday if the mayor had 
been able-bodied. But he had not sufficiently recov- 
ered from the operation which he so recently under- 
wont for appendicitis to be present, and several 
things that had been booked for a finality were de- 
ferred. To begin with, Supervisor Gallagher was 
elected to the chair. Generally when the mayor 
cannot occupy it the chairman of the finance com- 


mittee, by custom, is the occupant; but the chair- 
man of the finance committee is Power, and he and 
the mayor are not on good terms; so the amenities 
were preserved by the selection of Supervisor Gal- 
lagher to wield the gavel. So also the proposition 
to decapitate Bandmaster Keogh, and the election 
of a. clerk of the board, were deferred until the 
mayor could be present. All of these things he is 
interested in. In the election of a clerk of the board 
he favors Dunnigyn, incumbent. As the board is 
now constituted it is rather against Dunnigan, who, 
however, is a good deal of a party himself, and con- 
tests in which he is concerned an: always different 
from the factional struggles where it is merely one 
squad against another. Dunnigan, City Attorney 
Long and City Engineer! O'Shaughnessy are in 
Washington opposing the Yosemite Power Com- 
pany's application for reservoir rights in the Poop- 
enaut valley, which would interfere with the city's 
Hetch Hetchy scheme. While they are away the . 
election of a clerk will be held in abeyance. The 
clerkship is a rather comfortable job, carrying a 
salary of $4200 a year. The salary was $3600 a 
year, but $600 has lately been added on account of 
the extra expense incurred by the-clerk at Wash-, 
ington in lobbying the Hetch Hetchy scheme. Dun- 
nigan, having been a Washington correspondent, is 
au fait with matters and methods at the national 
capital, and the increase in his pay was to enable 
him to do his utmost. 
Gallagher preserved tha 


moral status of the body by introducing an ordi- 
nance designed to prohibit clairvoyants, fortune • 
tellers and persons who conduct spiritualistic circles 
and seances "practicing deception." 
This is a real 


sober ordinance, too.' 
Twin PeaKs Tunnel 


Twin Peaks, tunnel will cost about four, million . 


dollars and will be bored through in about a year 
and a half. Great expectations are centered on this 
enterprise. It really .will make a very large resi- 
dential section more readily accessible to the busi- 
ness center. If it does not benefit a large area a 
most onerous tax will have been levied in vain. But 
the problems will not all have been solved with the 
completion of the bore. After that shall have been 
completed, the question of what to do with it will 
press for solution. There must be some mean's of 
getting through .speedily and cheaply. In short, a. 
car line will be necessary. But private parties will 
not be given a franchise. 
In fact, public sentiment ' 


would probably 
oppose a privately-owned line 


through it on any terms. The United Railroads 
owns lines practically up to both portals. The city 
might establish a line through the tunnel, but after 
emerging therefrom it would not connect with any- 
thing. Besides, the city has not as much money as 
is already needed for the Church-street extension 
and the line to Hunter's Point, not to mention thp 
extension across Golden Gate Park. If the tunnel is 
to be completed within a year and a half, it is i^one 
too early to begin to worry over what to do to get 
through it to advantage. 
Stanford U. C. Reconciliations 


' One of the first questions anent, the new agree- 
ment between Stanford and the University of Cali- 


, fornia is whether the historic ax will be resurrected 


by the U. C. and made the center of an annual cere- 
mony in celebration of its capture from Stanford. 
Last year was the first since the rape of the imple- 
ment from its original owners that a thousand or 
more students did not gather at a stated time on the 
Berkeley campus, march gloriously down to the safe 
deposit vault where the ax was kept for safety, take 
it out, carry it at the head of the procession, and 
make a fine uproar in commemoration of that time 
when it was captured from the enemy. As there., 
was no football game between the colleges last year, 
the carrying of the ax in procession was omitted. It 
would not have had the proper significance. The 
year that saw nothing doing between the two biff 
colleges was athletically spiritless. College men 
went at their games half-heartedly, and the .alumni 
for the most part deliberately missed the 'events. 
The disaster that overtook IJ. C. when it met Wash- 
ington is too painful to recall. On the other hand, 
though Stanford had the best of it with Santa Clara 
by a one-sided score, none of the usual glory went 
with the victory. The two colleges have buried the 
hatchet. They might make the figurative act real- 
istic by making it the ax instead of the hatchet. 
Though there might not be so'much in that, either. 
The capture of the ax is a great tradition, and as long 
as it is cherished there will be the idea at the back of 
the student head of getting even. That spirit is 
what made the college contests so intense before, 
and the old conditions are in a way to be restored. 
Mayor Distrusted the Commission 


One of the disclosures of the winding-tip period of 


the exposition is the apparent distrust that pro- 
vailed in high circles in the early stages of the en- 
terprise. The city of San Francisco issued bonds in 
the sum of $i>,000,000 as its official contribution to 
the general exposition fund. But an agreement was 
exacted or accorded that one million of 'this sum 
should be expended in a permanent building at the 
civic center, to be used by the many congresses that 
were scheduled for the exposition period. The pro- 
vision for this expenditure was evidently not bind- 
ing enough in a legal .sense to suit Mayor Rolpli, 
and when the five millions in bonds had been all 
signed and scaled, only four millions were at first 
delivered. The mayor took the other million and 
locked it up in a safe deposit box as a financial host- 
age for the fulfillment of the promise as to the au- 
ditorium. The particulars as to the incident, do not; 
go so far as to indicate that the inspiration for this 
action came from the controversy over the.Califor- 


nia building, but it is not imjxwsible that this was 
the case. There was a good deal of feeling at the 
time, among the gentlemen at the top of the under- 
taking, over the palpable distrust on the part of the 
mayor, and from this distance a clearer understand- 
ing of some of the distractions of the great under- 
taking may be had. 
New TricK That Is DarK 


The ways of the Celestial remain just as peculiar 


as in the days when Bret Ilarte wrote of the Heathen 
Chinee and the extent of their cunning is just as 
unfuthomed. It was revealed in the Federal court 
here recently how Chinese pave the way for their 
posterity. The laws being such that Chinese may 
not enter the country as immigrants, it is seen to in 
many cases that they get here in the more primitive 
way, thus establishing their right to citizenship and 
the protection of the laws. The disclosure came 
about through a motion to recall the bonds of a 
number of Chinese women who had attempted to 
land in violation of the immigration laws. It was 
shown that these women, through attorneys who 
make a specialty of this sort of practice, avoid de- 
portation by one subterfuge and another until chil- 
dren are born them. The children thus become 
American citizens, and even-though ssnt away with 
their mothers, have the right to return. The records 
and proof of their birth are faithfully preserved for 
future use. Not only are the Chinese very particular 
to register every birth, but Japanese also. The 
fecundity of these people in this country, especially 
the Japanese, suggests that a large native-born con- 
tingent is accruing. The full effects may not ap- 
pear for a generation or two, but the Celestial is 
patient. A generation is nothing to him. He can . 
wait even centuries. These people are not eircu.m- , 
scribed by marriage customs such as Caucasian 
races abide by, and a scheme of increasing and per- 
haps ultimately dominating .the population, such as 
has been outlined, is much more feasible to them 
than may seem from casual consideration. 
From Australia 


A member of a big wool-buying f irni of this city 


came home Tuesday morning from Australia on the 
Matsonia. He spent five months in Australia, New . 
'Zealand and other British possessions. The war has 
served to show, as nothing ever showed before, the 
loj'alty of the colonies to the mother country. It has 
been the custom to discuss these relations as of the 


' lackadaisical order, which could be broken with 


slight provocation, and were even likely to sever 
themselves in a little time. But the manner in which 
the colonies responded to the call for men'and sup- 
port shows how loyally they feel toward their ances- 
tral people. The drought that has prevailed for a 
year and more has depleted the herds thirty pel- 
cent, but this is offset by the enhanced prices of • 
wool and mutton. Vast cargoes of frozen meats are 
continually Chipped to English ports. The laws pro- 
hibit able-bodied men leaving the country at the 
present time.

Jewels Have Gone Up 


" The war in Europe has had the singular effect of 
enhancing some of the salvage of the exposition 
buildings fifty per cent. The jewels on the famous 
tower, that were hung on pivots so that they were 
continually trembling and sparkling, were cut in 
Austria. They had just been shipped when the war, 
in which that country was one of the principals, 
broke out. It was reckoned a piece of great good 
good luck that the" contract had been filled before it • 
was held up by the exigiencies of war. The jewels 
were subject to duty. ' Being brought in at a valua- 
tion of $48,000 a duty of $12,000 was fixed, but de- 
ferred, pending the disposal of the jewels after the 
exposition was over. It is estimated that the jewels 
have increased 50 per cent, and if they are commer- 
cially disposed of, the duty will be revised accord- 
ingly. Otherwise it is probable Congress will remit 
it entirely. A bill to that effect has been introduced. 
The Normal School Job 


There is not much chance of the California build- 


ing, over at Harbor View, being made over into a 
State normal school. The enactment of the legisla- 
ture at its recent special session made it possible, 
but circumstances do not make it probable. There 
is an argument against it in its location. There is a 
greater one, however, in the temporary nature of the 
.structure, its insecurity a.-; to fire, the necessity of 
entire remodeling, which would still fail of rendering 
it adequate for the purposes of a school, and finally 
the cost. The casual figures that have been adduced 
as to the cost of the site and of remodeling show an 
expense approximating the cost of an entire new 
building on an uligibic; site. That, however, is only 
an estimate. 
Everybody'knows how estimate:: sire 


exceeded when alterations of 
buLUlings are at- 


tempted. The judgment of those unswayed by senti- 
ment is that the normal school should Lie located in 
the civic center. There it would be central and con- 
venient. There just the sort of building that up-to- 
date requirement.-; suggest 
could be built, and the 


cost could bo ascertained definitely. It is mischiev- 
ous that the legislature butt.c-d into this matter. It 
was dragged in, as'is plain enough, in order to make 
the excuse for a special session a little more plausi- 
ble—or rather, a little less ridiculous. It may serve 
to confuse the public mind on the matter of a new 
normal school, of the need of which t'.hrro is really

sidered punitive damages. 


A LETTER ON LYNCHING. 


The university commission on Southern race 


questions at its session in Durham, N. C., issued 
a statement on the subject of lynching to college 
men of the South. From it we learn that "lynch- 
ing is a contagious social disease." Perhaps this 
is so. Certainly the quoted term is one which 
might by ingenious argument be made to include 
a multitude of sins. Many of us have, however, 
preferred to isolate each case for analysis and 
try to excuse it on the ground that suddenly out- 
raged and infuriated citizens, impatient at the 
tedious and uncertain devices of legal justice. 
mixed the avenging spirit and the 'desire to pro- 
vide a more effective object lesson in fatal pro- 
portions. 


It has not always been easy to justify lynch- 


ing on these grounds, but just as many excep- 
tions arise under the theory of contagious social 
disease. In the figures of lynchings compiled for 
1914, how shall we classify the lynching of a 
man for being found under a house? Of a man 
for assisting a man who had wounded another to 
escape, end of one for stealing shoes ? 


If the explanation of the university commis- 


sion is correct, the disease is spreading, and is 
intensified by-much less serious offenses than 
formerly. Until recent years murder and rape 
were almost the sole crimes calling for "lynch 
ustice." The increase in 1915 over the previous 
year was 30 per cent. Four victims were later 
discovered to have'been innocent of the crime 
'or which'lynched. The letter closes with this 
statement: 


These arc the terrible facts. Is there no remedy? 


Hnve. wo' not sufficient legal Intelligence and ma- 
chinery to take care of every case of crime com- 
mitted? 3Inst ivo fnll back on the methods of the 
jungle? Civilization rests on obedience to law, which 
menus the substitution of reason nnd deliberation for 
impulse, Instinct and passlou. It is easy nnd tempting 
to obey the latter, but to be governed liy tlie former 
requires self-control, which cornea from the Inter- 
position of thought between Impulse nnfl action. 
Herein lies the college man's opportunity to serve his 
fellows; to Interpose deliberation between their im- 
pulses and action, and in thai way to control both. 
This is a worthy undertaking and the college 


men will no doubt exert.a good influence. They 
•ealize, as well as any one, however, that delib- 
ration between impulse and action is not always 
.n effective antidote to the "disease." There 
iever was a case that afforded fuller opportunity 
or deliberation than that of Leo M. Frank of 
Georgia. Judging from the sources whence came 
raise for the mob that invaded the penitentiary 
o take Frank to the tree, college men are not 
Iways immune from the social disorder of the 
South. 


FOOD FOR THE BIRDS. 


Public philanthropy and compassionate char- 


ty at. times take queer turns 'and wander into 
ntricate by-ways. 
Current reports.tell us.that 


he State Fish and Game commission is scatter- 
ng wheat by the half-ton to save the quail and 
tther game birds from starvation, the snow hav- 
ng cut off their regular food supply. The same 
ifficial body is reported as' making, provision for 
:he protection of deer. The news from Oregon 
•ecites that the same sort of thing is going on in 
;hat state. 


What about penniless and hungry man who is 


unable to obtain a regular food supply? - A great 
number of them are really worse off than wild 
animals and game birds and their death should 
)e of greater importance to society. We also 
read of the police forces of San Francisco, Sac- 
ramento and Stockton being used to force 
the 


lomeless man out upon some less efficiently po- 
iced district. 
Oakland, Berkeley, Fresno and 


cities in the southern ^part of the state are dealing 
with the problem as an economic matter. They 
are not leaving it to the police and treating the 
penniless man as a criminal, which, under our 
vagrancy laws, he is. 


Rather a curious situation, isn't it? Our ma- 


chinery of social service and justice is only in the 
process of development and 'consequently is 
topsy-turvy. Paternal idealism is bound to err 
and leave wide gaps in the beginning, which 
probably will be closed up as we learn more about 
actual conditions. The unbiased critic and his- 
torian will wonder, however, why in the begin- 
ning hungry man was neglected for the benefit 
of hungry birds.

A CURIOUS EEX FARM. 


On the Danish Island of Zealand there 


has been In operation a novel eel farm. 
A tract of lowland near an arm of the 
sea has been transformed Into a great, 
shallow pond. Eels live mostly In fresh 
water, but when fully grown they seek 
salt water to spawn. 
The eel larvae, 


drifting about In salt water, develop Into 
tiny eels, called elvers. Thcso elvers na- 
turally seek fresh water, nnd each spring 
the eel farmers pump quantities of fresh 
water Into the sea near their pond, vhich 
attracts tho elvers In great numbers. 
Seeking the fresh water, they crawl 
through the sluices Into the pond, ropes 
of twisted straw being provided to fa- 
cilitate their passage. They find them- 
selves in a trap at tho head of tho aluico 
nnd after being: counted are turned Into 
tho pond. Three hundred thousand young 
eels Wf-ro thus captured last spring. As 
a full-grown eel Books salt water, It Is 
userl as a halt to capture eels ready for 
market. 
Sea water is pumped 
Into 


special boxes about the pond and the big 
fellows are thus secured.—The American 
Boy.

"ornia contained minute provisions as to 
what was necessary to be done by an 
owner contracting; for the building °£ a 
structure upon hla premises in order to 
protest, himself against liena of me- 
chanics. Prior to that time, certain pro- 
visions as to the payments of install- 
ments and as to the retaining1 of a per- 
centage of the contract price were neces- 
sary in order 
to render 
the contract 


legal.

If a. legal contract were made and re- 


corded pi'ior to the starting of any work, 
that contract limited the total liability 
of the owner. 
Otherwise, laborers and 


material men could hold the .property for 
the value of their labor and materials, 
irrespective of the fact that such claims 
might exceed the original contract price 
ay reed upon between owner and con- 
tractor. 


Disputes 
frequently arose concerning1 


the terms of contracts, the time of ma- 
turity of installments, tho making: of 
payments, the time of beginning work 
with respect to the filing' of the contract 
for record, and many other details which, 
under tho somewhat' elaborate plan of! 
the law then existincr. would affect the 
validity of the contract, or- the right to a 
lien, and in consequence thereof, a. com- 
.plete revision of the law was made in 
1911. 
"The plan differs in important partic- 


ulars from the previous statute . . . . the 
amended sections do not^prescrlbe the 
form of building contracts, nor do they 
fix the-time or the manner of payment 
of the contract prire, or require its pay- 
ments In installment. 
All these tilings 


nre left to the will of the owner and the 
contractor, as they may agree 
" 


"Section 1183 allows contract 
to be 


filed before the work Is begun under 
it, and provides that there may be filed 
with it a bond 
executed by the con- 


tractor with good sureties, in an amount 
at least one-half of the contract prlc«.t 
conditioned for the payment in full of all 
claims, on account of labor performed 
for, or materials tiirnished to, the con- 
tractor in the work, and giving to such 
persons a right of action on said bond 
for such claims."

The care of Indian Runners falls under 
three heads: Ignorant care, experimental 
care and good, common-sense .care. 
It 


shows Ignorant care where Runners are 
handled In cramped, nraosless quarters, 
with scant water, no shade, no meat, In- 
sufficient greens and with corn for the 
staple grain feed: Some suggestions for 
Intelligent care are contained In the fol- 
lowing article: 


Proper care or all live stock depends 
directly on knowledge of their habits. 
This is unusually true In the case of the 
Indian Runner, not far enough .removed 
from the wild state to be anything else 
than s, nervous, high strung bird. Per- 
liaps most ducks, though easily domosti- 
cated, will come under, this classification 
to some extent, since even the big Pcklns

Sprouted oats or grass should be 
fed every day, or placed where the birds 
may obtain it at will* Sand la mixed with 


tho largeat, most successful 
duck growers uses the following formula- 
For first feeds, equal parts corn meal, 
middlings, crucUera or stale bread, nnd 
green stuff, chopped with a small hand- 
ful of sand, to each quarr of feed. 
After 
a week: Two parts corn meal, one part 
each of meat, bran and middlings, with 
one-third as much preen stuff as all tho 
rest together. After six weeks the ducks 
to be fattened nre prnned, and tho mash ' 
is made of two-thirds corn' meal, with 
bran, greens and 12 per cent 
of 
beef 
scraps. 


RATION FOR BREEDING DUCKS. 


The Cornell ration calls for nearly twicft 
as much beef scrap, proportionately, as 
the above fattening mash.
